An unimportant attack on a squad 
of military by a Small band of raga- 
muffins was alee witnessed by the 
crowd near Liberty Hall. <A few 
stones were huried at the soldiers, 
but littl damage was done. 
Prominent in Sackville street at 
the time of the heaviest rioting were 
women whe waved flags and shout- 
ec fer “Easter Week.” This cry 
Was taken up by some of the men, 
who carried hurley sticks Board- 
ings were torr down from ruined 
buildings and stones taken from in- 
side them. Destination boards were 
removed as weapons from tramway 
cars, which could move through the 
streets only with great @ifficulty. 
Dublin was in a state of turmoil 
during the course of the riots, and 
the excitement did not subside until 
well into the night. Fresh out- 
breaks occurred towards evening, 
when the height of the rioting was 
reached. The cagstabulary, rein- 
forced in large numbers, then 
charged the ricters and drove them 
towards the water front. Down the 
narrow streets the angry mob was 


pushed until the edge of the water 
was reached. Here the mob sub- 
sided and the military soon had the 
situation well in hand.

GASOLINE FOR WOUNDS, 


Surgeons are Using it on Battlefields 
for Swabbing Out Lacerations. 
{Wall Street Journal:] War is not 
an unmitigated evil. Upon science 
it acts as a great stimulus. Since 
the beginning of the present war 
the science of surgery has probably 


any other period of its history. The 
latest discovery reported from the 
battlefields of Europe is the use of 
gasoline in  disinfecti wounds. 
When the injured soidier is first 
brought in the skin surrovnding the 
wound, and then = wound, is 
rubbed vigoro absorbent 
cotton soaked in Cotton is 
wound around an artery forceps or 
probe and soaked in gasoline. With 
this the wound is cleansed from the 
surface inward as far as the probe 
will reach. The process is repeated 
until couple of swabs come out 
perfectly clean. One might think 
that fe on a fresh wound 
woul rove exceedingly painful. 
But pation when questioned, as- 
sert that it does not cause any spe- 
cial emarting. However, care must 
be taken to dry the wound after 
treatment, for gasoline on the skin 
causes hlisterin when adhesive 
strips are applied close together 
over the dressing, The gasoline 
method has been very successful in 
treating jcontused oor i. lacerated 
wounds with dirt round into them.

CHICK LOSSES 
PREVENTABLE. 


Allowing Mother Hens to 
Range Makes Trouble. 


Better Plan is to Coop the 
Brood Bird at First. 


The Agricultural Department 


Makes Suggestions. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 

WASHINGTON (D. C.) April 28. 
—It is not good poultry manege- 
ment to allow the mother hen to 
range unrestricted with her chicks, 
With such freedom the hen fre- 
quently takes her brood through wet 
grass, and, as a result, some are 
chilled and die, especially the weak- 
er ones, which are likely to be left 
behind. The loss of young chicks 
which follows such a practice is 
large and mainiy preventable, spe- 
cialists in the United States Departe 
ment of Agriculture say. Further- 
more, the food which a brood al- 
lowed to range with the hen obtains 
goes very largely to keep up the 
heat of the body, and the chicks
